My dear Dr: Moton: The approach-- 
ing annual convention of the National 
Negro Business League is of particu- 
lar interest and note, because it will

Sak particularly to pay tribute to the 
league’s founder. and ‘your distin- 
guished predecessor, the late Booker 
T.* Washington...

In explaining to‘the ‘French Cham- 
ber yesterday the advantages of the 
London Agreement, M, Herriot placed 
high among them. the. fact that ** we 
“have now associated with us the 
“great . American Republic.’’' The 
French Premier added that it ** has all 
** the authority necessary to supervise 
“the execution of the program which 
** was due in a large part to its ini- 
** tlative.” If seems a pity that he 
had not enjoyed the further advan- 
tage of having an advance copy of 
the speech of acceptance by General 
Dawes. In one part of it, to~be sure, 
the General stood firmly. on the Con- 
stitution, and refused. to be swept 
away: by Senator La Fo.Llerrs or any- 
body else from “ important ‘constitu- 
tional moorings.” But a little later, 
when explaining the -work of .the 
Dawes committee in. Europe, he 
pointed out that if the President and 
Secretary: of State had ‘ * precipitated 
\ the question of official representa- 
tion into the United States Senate,’’ 
this country could have taken no part 
in the European settlement. In other 
words, if the Aaministratioh had not 
managed to gpt around the ustial con- 
stitutional practice in regard to agree- 
ments on foreign policy, nothing could 
have been done. - This should be a 
valuable hint to La Fotretts. It is 
too bad that M. Pieerior did not know 
about it. 

In all seriousness, the elusiveness of 
the position of our Government in this 
whole matter may easily make trouble. 
Englishmen and. Frenchmen . cannot 
understand the nice distinctions which 
Secretary ‘HucHEs makes between 
official -and entirely private. action. 
They ane already speaking-in Francé 
and. also in Germany as if the United 
States Government had definitely com- 
mitted ftaelf at London.

Sixteen tracks from 
southern and eastern’ Brooklyn: feed 
into the De Kalb Avenue station, but 
only four tracks can be o ed inte 
Manhattan. ‘The tion of the 
engineers’ plans and contract provi- 
sions for gouble-lodp operation would 
accommodate over half-of the Brook- 
lyn Borough in territory, and a Jarger

TaE FLIGHT TO CAPE FAREWELL. 

It now. or “never when the 
American Army aviators rose into the 
alr from the waters of Reykdavik 
harbor yesterday morning. for the 
long flight to Frederiksdal, Greenland, 
@ distance of 825 miles. Their dé- 
parture was. virtually forced by the 
shortage of oil fuel/on board the pa- 
trol squadron. <A few more days of 
delay would have meant. indefinite 
postponement of the start from Ices 
land. To fill his depleted tariks Ad- 
mirat Maaruper - would. have been 
obliged to take his ships to Rosyth, 
Scotland. By the time he returned to 
Reykjavik, late in August, the ioe 
packalong the East Greenland coast 
would probably have rie te Angmag- 
salik more impossible than ever and 
perhaps have extended south to Cape 
Farewell. Greenland has ‘not had a 
normal Summer this year. An ice 
pack outside the harbor in early Au- 
gust is unusual, and conditions have 
threatened to grow worse. It is too 
late in the year for a. spell of warm 
weather to loosen and break up the 
ice that had been locking Angmagsalik 
against the American fliers. Its open 
harbor was to be the first of three 
stops on the Greenland coast. } 

A reconnoissance down the coast by 
the cruiser Richmond was undertaken 
to find a suitable harbor while Smirz 
and Nevson waited for a report. To 
men who had been under a constant 
strain since the Aleutian Islands were 
left behind in the Spring, it was a try- 
ing situation, Fog and storm came to 
darken the prospect, and the climax 
Was capped on the day when. the over- 
loaded. planes ‘failed to leave the water 
for the long and hazardous voyage’ to, 
Frederi at Cape Farewell.
